RUSSIA WARNS CHINA. 
Japan and China Must Come to Terms 
et Once. 


Pekin, Dec, 17—The Russian ¢ overn- 
ment has warned the Chinese govern- 
ment that unless Japan and China 
within a reasonable time came to an 
agreement similar to that embraced 
By the Russo-Chinese telegraphic con- 
vention, signed last cteber, Russia 
will present its notification that this 
convention terminates with the year, 

The studied indifference of the re- 
presentatives of the powers to Man- 
churia shows the operation of the in- 
ter-alliance between Great Britain, 
Russia, France and Japan.

trol. 

It was also urged that under the pres- 
ent law shippers were adequately protect 
ed against any undue delays in forward. 
ing goods. Damages could be collected 
either through the law eourts or throagh 
an order of the railway commission and 
such claims were being daily paid by 
the railway companies.
